WASHINGTON, Aug. 26.—The 
departure of Sumner Welles as 
Under Secretary of State, soon to 
be made official, promises to 
mark the beginning of a new for- 
eign policy line, with conservative 


advisers to Secretary of State Cor- 
dell Hull firmly entrenched in the 
State Department, 

Far too much emphasis has 
been put on differences between 
Welles and Hull over Soviet Rus- 
sia. The Under Secretary, who 
has now been removed at Hull's 
insistence, was more concerned 
about Soviet indifference to efforts 
at collaboration, with the dire 
meaning this has for the future, 
but it does not follow that Hull 
and the men around him opposed 
such collaboration. 

A changing attitude toward Rus- 
sia is likely to be one of the char- 
acteristics of the new foreign pol- 
icy. This will not be given official 
expression. There may even be 
further gestures made toward Rus- 
sia, with the possibility still pend- 
ing that Welles may go on a spe- 
cial mission to Moscow. 

Policy to Be Urged Unofficially. 

But, unofficially, in inspired 
articles and columns, the new Rus- 
gian line will be promulgated, An 
article is to appear in a national 
magazine next month calling for 
an end to Allied “appeasement” of 
the Soviet Union. This will re- 
flect the views of certain high 
military authorities as well as 
some foreign policy makers. 

Those who believe in a more in- 
dependent line toward Russia 
point to the difficulties of dealing 
with the Soviets. It is true, as they 
point out, that Roosevelt, on five 
separate and different occasions, 
has invited Stalin to confer with 
him. Each time the answer was 
no. 

Free Germany Group a Shock. 

Moscow’s Free Germany Com- 
mittee came as a distinct shock and 
surprise to both London and Wash- 
, ington. So did the withdrawal of 
recognition from the exiled Polish 
Government over a_ relatively

The temperature reached the 
100-degree mark for the third con- 
secutive day at 3 o’clock this aft- 
ernoon and was expected by Me- 
teorologist Harry F. Wahlgren to 
climb another degree or so before 
evening. The record high tempera- 
ture for this date was 102 degrees 
in 1936. 

It was the first time since 
August, 1938, Wahlgren said, that 
the temperature has risen to 100 
degrees on three consecutive days. 

Wahlgren forecast another 
warm night, similar to the last 
two, which have been too oppres- 
sive for sound sleep. Last night's 
heat was mitigated to some extent 
by occasional breezes. 

The lowest temperature recorded 
was 81 degrees at 6:30 a. m., about 
20 degrees less than the record 
101.2 degrees reached at 5:30 p. m. 
yesterday for the second consec- 
utive day. The temperature fell 
slowly during the evening, neach- 
ing 87 at midnight. ' 

Yesterday’s high temperature set 
a record for Aug. 25, the previous 
high recorded during the 73 years 
of Weather Bureau records being 
99 degrees in 1881, 


MINERS IN ALABAMA, OHIO 
QUIT OVER PORTAL PAY RULING 


Men at Four Pits Walk Out in

TWO SWEDISH BOATS REPORTED 
SUNK BY 3 NAZI DESTROYERS 


STOCKHOLM, Aug. 26 (AP).— 
Three German destroyers sank two 
Swedish fishing boats in the North 
Sea off the northwest tip of Den- 
mark last night, the Swedish news 
agency reported in a Goeteborg 
dispatch today. 

Accounts from Goeteborg said 
12 Swedes might have lost their 
lives when the boats went down in 
flames. Fishermen in three other 
boats that eluded the attack said 
the destroyers struck from a range 
of about 50 yares, although the 
boats were in interriational waters 
and were flying the Swedish flag 
and had blue and gold Swedish in- 
signia painted on the sides. 

The Goeteborg newspaper Han- 
dels Tidningen said the fishermen 
reported that the German destroy- 
ers opened point-blank fire after a 
salvo of warning shots. They ap- 
proached the fishing fleet from the 
direction of Denmark, where the 
Germans have been nervously ex- 
pecting a possible Allied invasion 
attempt,

A bill seeking repeal of the re- 
cent amendment which ‘substituted 
a “secret” code for the dating pro- 
visions in the St. Louis milk con- 
trol ordinance will be introduced 
when the Board of Aldermen re- 
convenes in the latter part of next 
month, Alderman Walter W. Zieg- 
enbalg of the Twentieth Ward told 
a Post-Dispatch reporter today. 

Alderman Ziegenbalg, who was 
alone in his opposition -to the 
amendment, which was proposed 
by Alderman Louis A. Lange of 
the Fifteenth Ward, chairman of 
the Public Welfare Committee of 
the board, said he would introduce 
the bill to repeal it. 

“I just couldn't see any benefit 
to be derived by amending the 
standard milk ordinance and I stat- 
ed at the time that this was just 
a move to start disintegration of 
the standard milk ordinance,” said 
Ziegelbalg.

Airliner Hit by Lightning Over 
Atlantic Goes Right On to Port

ALLIED FORCE HEADQUAR- 
TERS IN NORTH AFRICA, Aug. 
26.—The railways and steamship 
lines of the world gained 12 steady 
postwar customers last night when 
a plane in which the Ameficans 
were flying from New York to. the 
Mediterranean war zone connected 
with a bolt of lightning over the 
Atlantic. 

The experience was just about 
as shattering as anything that 
happens in wartime, and a little 
more so than being bombed or shot 
at on. or over dry land. 

We were several hours . out, 
pounding through the night behind 
8000 horse power when we ran into 
a North Atlantic storm with all 
the trimmings. A wind of gale 
force, driving rain, thunder and 
lightning. Our great airliner drove 
steadily through it and the cus- 
tomers settled back in an effort to 
fall asleep and forget about it. We 
had only achieved a restiess half- 
doze when suddenly the world 
seemed to come to an end. Thereja 
was a great shattering explosion 


-,and a blinding flash. . The flight 


engineer who had been chatting in 
the back of the cabin was through 
the door of the control rpom be- 
fore the sounds had died away. We 
all felt for our “Mae Wests” and 
steeled ourselves for a long flam- 
ing dive into the sea, The Air 
Forces Major across the aisle con- 
tributed the helpful theory that 
one of our 2000 horse-power en- 
gines had blown up. 

Into this scene of frozen pande- 
monium there reappeared the 
flight engineer who now rates 
with all of us as the greatest good 
fellow in the world. 

“It’s all right,” he announced 
cheerfully. “We just got hit by 
lightning. Everything’s okay.” 

Later, a General in the Air 
Forces went up to see the pilot. 
“Thank God,” he said. “He was 
just as scared as I was.” 

When we looked at our plane 
this morning, there wasn't a mark 
on it, which still doesn’t shake our 
faith in a good fast boat.

OTTAWA, Aug. 26 (AP). — The 
acclaim of Canada’s capital sped 
President Roosevelt on his way 
back to the United States today 
for a prospective renewal of con- 
ferences with Prime Minister 
Churchill and perhaps more an- 
mouncements vitally affecting the 
conduct of the war. 

Before the President left here 


last night his councils with Church- 
ill in Quebec had borne their first 
fruit with the announcement that 
. Lerd Louis Mountbatten, second 
cousin of King George VI, had been 
mamed supreme Allied commander 
in Southeastern Asia. . 

News of the appointment, coming 
shortly after Roosevelt had ad- 
dressed 50,000 applauding Ca- 
nadians and admonished Nazi war 
lords they would do well to sur- 
render now, reinforced an official 
Roosevelt-Churchill statement at 
Quebec that much attention had 
been centered during their meeting 
there on plans for aiding China and 
crushing Japan. 

Mountbatten, 43 years old, a vet- 
eran of World War I, has been 
serving in Britain as chief of com- 
bined operations, which includes 
the famous Commandos, with the 
rank of acting vice admiral. He 
attended the Quebec conferences. 

like North Africa Setup. 

The newly constituted command 
which Mountbatten will head, the 
announcement said, will be an Al- 
lied command similar to that get 
up in North Africa under U. S&S. 
Gen. Dwight D. Eisenhower and is 
designed to speed operations 
against Japan, based on India and 
Ceylon. 

While Churchill’s movements 
were obscured by a veil of censor- 
ship, British officials did not dis- 
courage speculation that the Prime 
Minister might move on to Wash- 
ington later after resting from 
the Quebec conference. 

If Churchill does show up at the 
White House, probably his talks 
with Roosevelt will be less formal 
and on a morg limited scale than 
those in Quebec, where the outline 
for total victory over the Axis was 
sketched. 

The President and Prime Min- 
ister have said that discussions 
still are in order among various 
governments concerning the ad- 
- gministration of territories to be 
liberated in Europe. Before the 
week closes, they have promised, 
an announcement will be forth- 
coming from a number of gov- 
ernments with reference to rela- 
tions with the French Committee 
for National Liberation. 

Beyond that, announcements still 

must be made on the commander 
or commanders for invasion forces 
in Europe. 
It appeared likely that decisions 
taken with respect to destruction 
of the European foe might be 
reinforced similarly by disclosures 
of names of commanders—if not 
immediately, then at the time 
when the mounting might of the 
Allies begins hammering wedges 
into Nazi defenses in the west. 

The announcement of the Mount- 
batten appointment was issued 
here but under date of “The Cita- 
del, Quebec City,” scene of the 
Roosevelt-Churchill conference. 

The announcement said: | 

“It hag been decided to set up a 
separate Southeast Asia command 
for the conduct of operations based 
on India and Ceylon against Japan. 
It will be an Allied command sim- 
ilar to that set up in North Africa. 

“The King has been pleased to 
approve the appointment of Acting 
Vice Admiral, the Lord Louis 
Mountbatten, to be supreme Allied 
commander, South-East Asia.” 

First Top Post for Briton. 

This is the first supreme Allied 
command that has gone to a Brit- 
ish officer. 

Britain’s decision to create a 
separate Asia military command 
to handle the offensive against 
Japan was disclosed last June 
when Field Marshal Sir Archibald 
P. Wavell, commander in chief in 
India, was appointed viceroy of 
india. 

Gen, Sir Claude J. E. Auchinleck 
was appointed to succeed Marshal 
Wavell as commander in India, 
At that time, it was presumed that 
the separate command decision 
was one of the major products of 
the Washington strategy confer- 
ences between the President and 
Prime Minister shortly before the 
announcement. 

Lord Mountbatten will have for- 
midable forces under his command 
—American and Chinese as well as 
British, Indian and Canadian. A 
vast army has been training in 
India for months for the obvious 
purpose of regaining use of the 
Burma Road into China, thus 
clearing the way for shipment of 


military supplies to Generalissimo |. 


Chiang Kai-shek’s forces. 

When the Burma blow will be 
struck is anyone’s guess, but the 
monsoon season will not end until 
October, delaying it at least until 
then.

ROOSEVELT GIVEN 
HONORARY DEGREE 


(Picture in Everyday Magazine.) 
An honorary degree of Doctor of 
Laws was conferred on President 
Roosevelt in a private ceremony 
yesterday by the Earl of Athlone, 
Governor-General of Canada, act- 
ing as chancellor of the University 
of London. 
A citation in connection with the 
presentation of the degree, read 
by Surgeon Capt. Charles Herbert 
Best of the Royal Canadian Naval 
Reserve, said: 
“Franklin Delano Roosevelt, the 
thirty-second President of the 
United States of America and for 
the first time in history elected 
President for a third term, stands 
out pre-eminent today as one who 
by his courage, physical and moral, 
has won the homage of the whole 
civilized world. 
“For in the hour of darkness, 
when ‘whatsoever things are hon- 
est, whatsoever things are lovely, 
whatsoever things are of good re- 
port’ are threatened with utter ex- 
tinction, he has come forward as 
their champion and with compel- 
ling eloquence has pleaded for the 
supremacy of human rights, of 
freedom and the dignity of man. 
“The leader of a great people, a 
statesman in the noblest sense, one 
who ‘never feared to march breast- 
forward, never doubted clouds 
would break,’ armed with wisdom 
and with foresight both in days of 
peace as now in times of war, he 
has worked for those high ideals, 
which he has proclaimed not only 
to his fellow countrymen but to 
all who have ears to hear. 
“To our country he has given 
fresh hope and help and inspira- 
tion, both by word and deed. 

“His own life has been one long 
fight for the victory of spirit over 
matter, a happy omen for victory 
in the, vast and desperate conflict 
in which we are involved today. 
To him, therefore, as the supreme 


representative of a great nation, | 
as the friend of our people and of | 


their cause, and as the champion 
of liberty in all the earth, the Uni- 
versity of London offers, with 
gratitude and admiration, the high- 
est tribute which it is in its power 
to bestow.”

LONDON, Aug. 26 ————— 
pointment of Lord Louis Mount- 
batten as Allied supreme com- 
mander in southeast Asia was in- 
terpreted generally here today as 
promising a combined sea, land 
and air assault on the Japanese 
in Burma. 

London newspapers greeted the 


announcement of Mountbatten’s 


appointment with big headlines, 
such as “Lord Louis Will Lead 
Offensive on Japs” and “Eisen- 
hower of East Will Lead Attack 
on Japan.” 

Reflecting the popular interpreta- 
tion placed | on the appointment 
was the view expressed by Brig. 
Gen. Horace Sewell, military ex- 
pert of the British Information 
Service with headquarters in New 
York, who said Mountbatten’s first 
task probably would be a com- 
bined operation in Burma. 

“The first step of the cam- 
paign,” he wrote, “must be the ob- 
taining of complete control of the 
Bay of Bengal—a major naval un- 
dertaking which will probably in- 
volve the re-occupation of the 
Andaman islands. 

“Once naval supremacy in the 
Bay of Bengal has been achieved, 
the way will be open for a descent 
on the Burma coast from the 
south and west. This attack will 
probably be combined with ex- 
tensive guerrilla-type warfare in 
the hills separating Assam from 
upper Burma.” 

Lord Mountbatten is the first 
Briton named to a post of su- 
preme Allied command since the 
United States entered the war— 
and, at 43, by far the youngest. 
Gen. Dwight D. Eisenhower, 
Mediterranean area commander in 
chief, is 53. Gen. Douglas Mac- 
Arthur, top leader in the southwest 
Pacific, is 63.

Pilots reported that at least 80 
per cent of the bombs struck the 
target areas, the heavy demolition 
explosives smashing hangars and 
the workshop sections, while frag- 
mentation bombs raked the air- 
craft disposal areas, hitting ground- 
ed planes. 

Fires were blazing as the raid- 
ers left the Wuchang cities (Wu- 
chahg and Hankow), principal Jap- 
nese bases on the central Yangtze 
River. Heavy clouds of smoke bil- 
lowed from the air fields when 
observation planes visited the tar- 
get later, 

Tuesday’s raid followed up the 
attacks Saturday on the dock and 
warehouse ‘area at Hankow and 
the Hankow airdrome when 39 
Zeros were shot down, 13 probably 
destroyed and two others damaged 
making a total of 58 enemy planes 
definitely shot down on the two 
missions. 

The bombs were dropped despite 
heavy antiaircraft fire. Then more 
than 50 Zeros swooped in and out 
as the Liberatora and Miuitcheils, 
with their fighter screen, turned 
away. The running fight lasted 
45 minutes. — ' 

Col. Bruce Holloway of Knox- 
ville, Tenn., who led the fighter 
escort, shot down another Zero 
to make his total to date 13 con- 
firmed and five probables. Lt.

Strikes Spread to Two 
More Cities — British

STOCKHOLM, Aug. 26 (AP).— 
German troops, rushed into Den- 
mark to stamp out the “people’s 
revolt” against Nazi occupation, 
fired a volley of shots during a 
disturbance in a crowded Copen- 
hagen market place last night, the 
Stockholm newspaper Aftonbladet 
said today. 

Despite the influx of troops and 
Gestapo, the general strikes spread 
to the harbor cities of Helsingor 
and Vejle, crippling German ship- 
ping and boat-building, and the 
state of emergency was extended 
to a seventh city, Roskilde. 

Stories of the shooting, said to 
have occurred in the Raadhus- 
pladsen in the center of Copen- 
hagen—where Nazi machine guns 
were reported set up at strategic 
points—came from travelers reach- 
ing Malmo. They were unable to 
find out whether there had been 
any casualties, the paper said. 

The Stockholm newspaper Social 
Demokraten reported that 20 para- 
chutes had been found in Denmark 
along the Aarhus trunk railway 
which was blasted in five places a 
few days ago. This and other re- 
ports suggested that airborne sabo- 
teur commandos were being flown 
from Britain to help the Danes in 
their revolt against German occu- 
pation forces. 

German troops and members of 
the Gestapo moved into Roskilde, 
reputedly to “help the Danish au- 
thorites enforce the emergency 
regulations.” One Stockholm news- 
paper, Allehanda, speculated 
whether the Germans planned to 
institute a flat military control 
over all’ Denmark, intern King 
Christian and strip the Danish 
Government of its powers. 

A critical food shortage devel- 
oped in Fredericia as a result of 
transport difficulties due to the 
blasting of railway lines in that 
area, Production materials for 
Nazi submarines and other war- 
ships were disrupted when, it was 
reported, 6000 workers struck Mon- 
day at the important Burmeister 
main works in Copenhagen. 

Tension grew in Copenhagen, 
into which the Germans sitll were 
reported pouring troops last night 
—even as Danish saboteurs blasted 
some buildings where they were to 
have been quartered. First reports 
said there were 40,000 German sol- 
diers in the city, but the latest in- 
formation is that there are only 
about one-fourth that number.

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Mountbatten Playboy to the Public, 
But First Class Fighter to Admiralty 


‘Looey’ Is ‘Damned Cheerful Bloke’ in Rough 
Action, Say His Men—Best Known 
as Commando Chief. 


LONDON, Aug. 26 (AP).—Lord 
Louis Mountbatten, newly appoint- 
ed supreme Allied commander in 
Southeastern Asia, has long been 


one of the most popular of Brit- 
ain’s royal fighting figures and al- 
ready has had several narrow es- 
capes from death during active 
duty in this war. He also saw sea 
service in the last war. 

A cousin of King George VI, he 
emerged from his . midshipman 
days as one of the Royal Navy’s 
“coming men,” served in every- 
thing from submarine to battle- 
ships and labored on the intricate 
problem of naval communications 
in the days when it was strictly 
in the experimental stage. 

While as the firm friend of the 
former Prince of Wales he was 
known to the public as something 
of a playboy, Mountbatten always 
has been regarded as a serious 
figure among the British fighting’ 
men. As a naval officer, he rose 
steadily in the Admiralty’s estima- 
tion, and after a tour of duty as 
fleet wireless officer for the Medi- 
terranean fleet, he was given com- 
mand of the destroyer Wishart. 

Led Destroyer Fiotilla, 

At the start of the war, he com- 
manded the Fifth Destroyer Fiotil- 
la in the H. M. 8. Kelly. 

“Kelly and Mountbatten” be- 
came a famous firm. Twice the 
Kelly was badly damaged, once by 
mine and once by torpedo. Mount- 
batten brought it back both times. 
His crew described him as a 
“damned cheerful bloke” in rough 
action and offered to fight anyone 
who hinted that his advancement 
was due to being a cousin of the 
king. : 

The Kelly finally went down off 
Crete in April, 1941. Mountbatten 
got the D. 8S. O. and command of 
the aircraft carrier Mustrlous, 
then under repair in the United 
States. But he returned to Lon- 
don suddenly to assume a new 
secret command which proved to 
be the direction of combined oper- 
ations, including the famed Com- 
mandos. <As Vice Admiral and 
Honorary Lieutenant General and 
Air Vice Marshal, he directed the 
increasing number of raids on the 
continent and handled the train- 
ing of the Commando forces which 
struck terror into occupying 
forces across the channel by their 
fearsome forays. 

Several Close Calls. 

Besides his narrow escapes on 
the Kelly, Mountbatten has had 
countless close calls in varied 
naval actions during the past four 
years. Between campaigns on the 
Kelly, he transferred from ship to 
ship for independent operations 
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along the English sea coast. He 
was second in command of a 
force which bombarded Cherbourg 
and chased enemy destroyers back 
to Brest, and his ship, the Javelin, 
suffered two torpedo hits when 
his flotilla fought a night action 
against German destroyers in the 
channel, 

As chief of the Commandos, he 
gained the most international 
fame. Handsome, termed easy to 
get along with by Royal Navy 
men, he is affectionately called 
“Looey” by enlisted men—out of 
his presence, 

When he was appointed to his 
Commando post, British approval 
was as near unanimous as it ever 
had been. Even the labor spokes- 
man, The Daily Herald, applauded 
his appointment. 


Served With Beatty. 


During World War I, he was on 
Admiral Beatty’s flagship, the 
Lion, and was transferred § to 
Beatty’s new flagship, Queen Eliz- 
abeth. Later he served in the 
Twelfth Submarine Fiotilla and 
then in the Portsmouth escort flo- 
tilla. 

He is -43 years old, the son of 
Admiral of the Fleet Prince Louis 
of Battenberg, and Princess Vic- 
toria, the eldest daughter of Queen 
Victoria's daughter, Princess Alice. 
Thus both he and King George VI 
are great-grandsons of Queen Vic- 
toria. 

His determination to atone for 
removal of his father as Admiral 
of the fleet is believed by some 
friends to have provided the im- 
petus pushing him to the top in 
British military circles. 

Prince Louis commanded the 
British fleet at the outbreak of 
World War I. He was a natural- 
ized British citizen and a cousin 
of King George, but public clamor 
about his Austrian birth and 
titles forced his removal. He re- 
linquished the Austrian title, 
changed His name (Mountbatten 
is a translation of Battenberg) 
and subsequently was raised to 
the British peerage as Marques of 
Milford Haven. 

Lord Louis was married in 1922 
to Edwina, eldest daughter of the 
late Lord Mount Temple, and they 
visited America on their honey- 
moon,

Says He Won’t Change 
This Decision and Is 
Not Interested in Gov- 
ernorship. 


ATTORNEY GENERAL 
A GOOD VOTE GETTER 


Also Might Capitalize on 
Disaffection in Eastern 
Missouri Over Federal 
Judgeships.

JEFFERSON CITY, Aug. 26— 
Attorney-General Roy McKittrick 
in many recent talks with friends 
and with supporters of United 
States Senato. .Bennet* Champ 
Clark has said that he has reached 
a definite decision to be a candi- 
date against Clark for the Demo- 
cratic nomination fo. re-election. 

McKittrick’s formal announce- 


ment of candidacy may be ex- 
pected about the middle of Sep- 
tember. 

While refraining from making 
this announcement today for pub- 
lication, the Attorney - General 
made it clear to the writer that 
he had decided to run and that 
he would not change his decision. 

Since publication in the Post- 
Dispatch several months ago of 
reports that McKittrick would op- 
pose Clark, he has been visited by 
several of Clark’s ardent support- 
ers, either with or without the 
Senator's knowledge. They have 
urged that McKittrick switch 
from the race for Senator to that 
for Governor. 

He told an important State 
Democratic politician, that “I, am 
interested in the national situation, 
the winning of the war and the 
right sort of a peace settlement. I 
am not interested in the governor- 
ship.” 

McKittrick, Vote-Getter. 

The Clark forces are said to be 
concerned about the candidacy of 
McKittrick, who in many cam- 
paigns has shown himself to be a 
good vote-getter. In his candidacy 
for renomination for Attorney- 
General in 1940 he received 35,000 
more votes than the total of his 
four opponents. 

Clark, whose popularity among 
Democrats has dropped to a low 
point within the last three years, 
undoubtedly has been able to 
straighten out some of his diffi- 
culties on his present trip to Mis- 
souri, but he still has several po- 
litically serious situations to face. 
One of these grows out of his sub- 
mission to Senator Truman in the 
appointment of Richard M. Dun- 
can and Rubey M. Hulen to the 
Federal Judgeships, and his aban- 
donment of United States District 
Attorney Harry C. Blanton for one 
of the appointments. 

In addition to the resentment in 
St. Louis over Clark’s failure to 
insist upon a Judge from the St. 
Louis area, the Senator has alien- 
ated much support in Democratic 
counties of Southeast Missouri 
where Blanton and the Blanton 
family have a strong following. 

There is a political clannishness 
in Southeast Missouri, and it is 
being evidenced in criticism of the 
Senator for his failure to sit tight 
and insist upon the appointment 
of Blanton, whom he had recom- 
mended for one of the Judgeships. 

St. Louis Lineup. 

In St. Louis the fight between 
Clark and McKittrick is likely to 
be a Hannegan and anti-Hannegan 
affair, with the Democratic City 
Committee aligned with United 
States Collector of Revenue Han- 
negan supporting Clark and the 
anti-Hannegan committeemen sup- 
porting McKittrick. The Attorney- 
General is said to have received 
the pledges of at least eight St. 
Louis committeemen. L. J. Gual- 
doni, Twenty-fourth Ward com- 
mitteeman, has publicly pledged 
himself to McKittrick, 

Former Gov. Lloyd C. Stark, who 
was defeated by Senator Truman 
for the senatorial nomination in 
1940 by a narrow margin, has 
given no indication as to whether 
he will enter the contest in 1944. 
In response to inquiries he has 
noncommittally said that he has 
not decided.

ture the fixing of the effective date 
of an act, not inconsistent with

Section 659 of the statutes pro- 
vides that laws take effect 90 days 
after adjournment, and, as it is 
not inconsistent with the new con- 


stitutional provision, it was not re- 
pealed and still governs, McKit- 
trick asserted. Therefore, any act 
signed by the Governor before the 
Legislature adjourns, as was true 
ofthe marriage and St. Louis po- 
lice vacation bills, cannot take ef- 
fect until 90 days after adjourn- 
ment, he said. 

A bill was passed by the House 
during the recent session to revise 
that statute and bring it into con- 
formity with the constitutional pro- 
vision by fixing the effective date 
of laws at 90 days after signature, 
but the measure was killed by the 
Senate Judiciary Committee.

Three-Day Rule in Effect in City 
Pending Receipt of Opinion. 

Mrs. Ruby Koelling, Recorder 
of Deeds, told a Post-Dispatch re- 
porter that she would continue to 
require applicants to wait three 
days for marriage licenses, as has 
been done since July 5, until she 
receives a copy of the Attorney 
General's opinion. The Attorney 
General’s office, she said, makes 
a practice of notifying recorders 
of deeds throughout the State of 
any ruling which affects the con- 
duct of their offices.

Issuance of $7,500,000 in war 
emergency bonds and re-enactment 
of a 2-cents-per-package city cig- 
arettes tax, in order to balance the 
municipal budget and meet gen- 
eral revenue needs of the next 10 


years, were proposed today by 
Comptroller Louis Nolte. The 
Board of Eatimate and Apportion- 
ment took the proposals under ad- 
visement, 

Principal and interest on the pro- 
posed bonds would be paid off by 
MacArthur Bridge tolls, after pres- 
ent relief bonds have been re 
deemed next year, Nolte said, sug- 
gesting that the war emergency 
bonds could be redeemed in 10 
years through annual payments on 
principal of $750,000. 

Definite new revenue measures 
are mandatory to offset an antici- 
pated budget deficit resulting from 
decreased revenues and payroll in- 
creases totaling $1,325,000, Nolte 
said, adding that additional rev- 
enue also is needed to maintain 
the city’s credit standing. 

Nolte estimated that re-enact- 
ment of the cigarette tax, which 
was repealed two years ago, would 
bring in $750,000 a year. The tax 
would be comparatively easy to ad- 
minister, and would be on a luxury 
product, he pointed out. 

The city collected $828,000 last 
year in bridge tolls of 10 cents 
per automobile and 25 cents per 
truck, 

Tolls are due to expire with re- 
demption of the last relief bonds 
next year. Only $1,075,000 of the 
$8,200,000 relief bonds issued in 
1934 remain to be redeemed; bonds 
totaling $800,000 will mature this 
year, and the remaining $275,000 
next year. 

Deputy Comptroller Ray Schroe- 
der said that, while proceeds of 
the proposed bond issue could be 
used as needed, the tentative plan 
was to use $750,000 a year from 
this source. This amount, with the 
anticipated yield from the re-enact- 
ed cigarette tax, would provide 
about $1,500,000, offsetting salary 
increases. He expressed the opin- 
ion that bridge tolls could not le- 
gally be continued without the au- 
thority provided by a bond issue. 

Nolte cited a decline of $605,000 
in city revenue during the first 
four months of the fiscal year 
which began last April, and 
warned of a possible further de- 
cline in revenue from automobile 
license and gasoline taxes, Increas- 
ing minor taxes, as has been pro- 
posed, would bring in little rev- 
enue and would be “extremely an- 
noying at a time when the indi- 
vidual is harassed by taxes,” he 
said.

building at 317 Missouri avenue. 
A young woman, who had been 
filling a fountain pen in the bank 
building, was spattered with ink. 
No other damage was apparent. 

Five busses loaded with passen- 
gers were parked across the street 
from the casino and the passen- 
gers were panic stricken mo- 
mentarily. Then residents of the 
neighborhood explained that such 
bombings no longer excited them. 

Previous bombings were July 27, 
Aug. 14.

Ring Jr., director of the Chamber 
of Commerce Industrial Bureau, 
said in a statement issued today. 
The statement was intended to 
meet a proposal of the War Man- 
power Commission to reclassify St. 
Louis Metroplitan area into Group 
No. 2, as having a critical labor 
shortage, thus limiting extension 
of war contracts here and prevent- 
ing new contracts, 

Most of the potential workers are 
women, Ring said. He cited a sur- 
vey made by the Office of Civilian 
Defense, covering four of 12 dis- 
tricts of the city ,and obtaining 
statements from 3700 women of 
willingness to undertake war plant 
jobs; also the estimate of the 
United States Employment Service 
that “an aggressive effort under 
the stress of national need would 
probably disclose a‘ total of 40,000 
to 50,000 additional workers, large- 
ly women, available for factory em- 
ployment.” 

“In addition,” Ring said, “there 
are a number of part-time workers 
in St. Louis who are available for 
a four or five hour shift starting 
at 4 or 5 p. m. In several cities, 
city employes, including firemen, 
have been permitted to take four- 
hour shifts following their regular 
seven or eight hours’ work. 

“It has been stated that 15,000 
to 20,000 jobs are to be filled in 
St. Louis, but we do not think these 
figures take into full account the 
6000 or 7000 people each month 
who are seeking availability cards 
so that they may take other jobs. 
They are probably included in the 
15,000 to 20,000, so that in reality 
the labor need requirement is sub- 
stantially less.” 

Ring mentioned also the voca- 
tional schoo] facilities here, not 
fully used, and told of a movement 
to induce war plant workers to 
take special courses to qualify 
themselves for peacetime jobs.

Gains in Donets Drive. 

Russian forces on the lower 
Donets, meanwhile, were reported 
to be widening a breach in the 
German lines southwest of Voro- 
shilovgrad and penetrating deeper 
into the important river basin. 

Capture of Lozovaysa, strongly- 
fortified Nazi anchor, would sever 
one of the Germans’ main railway 
supply lines in the Donets area. 

The Germans were throwing 
powerful forces into the battle 
west of the strategic Dnieper bend, 
the Soviet Command indicated, 
even drawing reserves from other 
sectors of the front. 

Only limited Soviet gains were 
recorded in the Bryansk area to 
the north yesterday. Planes 
bombed and strafed German ‘troop 
and supply trains in attacks on 
Unecha and Novozybkov, east of 
Gomel. 

Bombers also were blasting 
enemy airdromes and troop con- 
centrations below Kharkov, where 
ground forces were storming into 
the Donets basin in a drive aimed 
at turning the Nazi defense line 
and trapping thousands of enemy 
troops.

with President Roosevelt that the 
aims of the Atlantic Charter are 


thoroughly attainable. But, he said 
today, “it might be well to take a 
second look” before applying Sec- 
tion 4 to the aggressor nations 


was “everlastingly angry” at 
“those who assert vociferously that 
the four freedoms and the Atlantic 
Charter are unattainable.” 

Wallace opened a desk drawer 
and from a pile of papers picked 
up a copy of the Atlantic Charter, 
signed by Roosevelt and Prime 
Minister Churchill Aug. 14, 1941. 
He checked it off phrase by phrase, 
nodding approvingly and hesitat- 
ing only at Section 4.

Section 4 pledges the United 
States and Great Britain to “en- 
deavor, with due respect for their 
existing obligations, to further the 
enjoyment by all states, great or 
small, victor or vanquished, of ac- 
cess, on equal terms, to the trade 
and to the raw materials of the 
world which are needed for eco- 
nomic prosperity.”

eight Democrats, 42 Republicans 
responded; 46 states were repre- 
sented in the replies, 

Some chairmen brushed off the 
queries with comment that it is 
too early to talk about the cam- 


paign. 

The dominant point developed 
fis the expectation that Franklin 
Roosevelt will run for a fourth 
term. Democratic chairmen of 34 
states, Republicans of 24 states 
expect the President to head his 
party’s ticket again. 

No such unanimity is evident on 
the Republican side, although in 
the minds of state chairmen, the 
nomination lies among three men, 
Wendell Willkie, Gov.

LORD MOUNTBATTEN'’S APPOINTMENT

HE appointment of Vice Adm. 

Lord Louis Mountbatten to the 

newly created interallied South- 
eastern Asia command is highly 
significant both as to the approach- 
ing activity in that theater, and 
as to the nature of the operations 
to be conducted there. 


Lord Louis has been occupying 
the post of Chief of Combined 
Operations, that is to say amphibi- 
ous operations in which naval 
forces, air forces and land forces 
are combined to strike across wa- 
ter at enemy positions. We are 
going to see such operations on an 
even greater scale’ than we have 
seen them already in the Pacific 
and in the Mediterranean. As 
Lord Louis has himself written, 
“If we look at the map we find 
that there is no place where Unit- 
ed States or British troops can 
land to fight the enemy without 
the probability of severe opposi- 
tion.

This is a large and comfortable 
station.

Looting Castle 


Baron Had _ Built 
Great Home, Rich 
and Palatial, but 
Not a Bath in It.

SOMEWHERE IN SICILY

T one time in central Sicily 

we correspondents were 

camped in a peach orchard 
behind the country home of an 
Italian baron, Apparently the 
baron had. skadoodled as nobility 
is wont to do before the fighting 
started as German and Italian 
troops had been occupying. the 
place before we came. 

The baron had built himself a 
big stone house that was pink and 
palatial with a marvelous view 
over miles of rolling country. It 
had the usual royal peacocks 
strutting around, but not a bath in 
the place. The dining room ceiling 
was hand painted and the stair- 
case gigantic, yet the roya] family 
used porcelain washbowls and old 
fashioned thundermugs. It was the 
perfect shabby rococo domicile of 
what H. R. Knickerbocker calls 
“the wretched aristocracy of Eu- 
rope,” 

While the baron: lived in this 
comparative luxury his employes 
lived in sheds and even caves in 
the big rocky hill just back of the 
house, They looked like gypsies. 

When we arrived the interior of 
the castle was a wreck. I’ve never 
seen such a complete shambles. 
Every room was knee deep in 
debris. The enemy had thorough- 
ly looted the place before fleeing. 
And servants gave us the shameful 
news that most of the looting 
and destruction was done by 
Italian soldiers rather than Ger- 
man. 

They’d gone through the house 
shelf by shelf, drawer by drawer. 
Expensive dishes were thrown on 
the tile floor, antique vases shat- 
tered, women’s clothes dumped in 
jumbled heaps, pictures torn down, 
medicine cabinets dashed against 
walls, dressers broken up, wine 
bottles dropped on the floor, their 
contents turning the trash heap 
into a gooey mass as it dried. 


* * * 
Work of Beasts. 

It was truly the work of beasts. 
We tiptoed into the place gin- 
gerly, suspecting booby-traps but 
finally decided it had not been 
fixed up, Then some of us rum- 
maged around the debris seeing 
if anything left was worth taking 
as souvenirs. As far as I have 
seen Americans have been good 
about not looting. Usually they 
take only what is left from the 
Germans’ and Italians’ destruction 
or what the inhabitants voluntarily 
give them, All I could salvage 
were a few pieces of lace from the 
Baroness’ sewing room floor. 

Then we decided the dining room 
was the least messy place in the 
building so we set to with grass 
brooms and shovels and water and 
cleaned it up. Thus it became our 
press room, The Signal Corps ran 
wires from a portable generator 
and gave us light so we could 
work by night. 

One day I was writing while all 
the other correspondents were 
away and a stray soldier peered 
in after having wandered in as- 
tonishment through the jumbled 
house, 

He asked, “What is this place?” 

I told him it was the former

This is the real significance of 
the Himmler appointment. The 
need to appoint a supreme com- 
mander of the Reich home front 
was felt as Russian troops were 
piercing a wide gap into German 
defenses and British and Ameri- 
can plans were receiving their 
final touches. It is even more 
significant that Hitler should 
choose the most militant of Nazis, 
the man whose name is synony- 
mous with concentration camps 
and executions. 

To imagine that Himmler’s ap- 
pointment means an effective in- 
crease of his personal powers in 
the Reich would be to misrepre- 
sent facts. For years now all po- 
lice power in Germany has been 
concentrated in his hands. In- 
terior Minister Wilhelm Frick, 
just appointed Reich Protector for 
Bohemia and Moravia, was only 
a figurehead masking Himmler. 
Several recent decrees’ carried 
Himmler’s signature although he 
was nominally only Frick’s deputy. 

It is perhaps not a coincidence 
that the nomination came on the 
day when violent air raids were 
resumed over Berlin. An Axis 
traveler just arrived here from 
Berlin tells of armed police crowd- 
ing the main railroad station and 
its environs Monday. But it is 
not held likely here that Hitler 
Was persuaded to a more iron- 
fist policy because of public mani- 
festations. 

Himmler is the bugbear of the 
German general staff and his ap- 
pointment comes at the very mo- 
ment when rumors are rife that 
the army is succeeding in getting 
the upper hand in Germany. 

Hitler’s military advisers strong- 
ly advocated a fortnight ago the 
elimination of unpopular Nazi 
party members—Himmler natural- 
ly headed the list—according to a 
reliable source here. 

Hitler’s reply has just come—the 
elevation of Himmler. This ap- 
pears to be a great setback for his 
bitterest enemies—the Generals. 

But other observers maintain 
that the Himmler appointment 
might be proof that the Army and 
the party are. working hand in 
glove during Germany’s tragic 
days. They argue that the mili- 
tarists cannot prosecute the war 
unless the home front stands. 
Therefore, Germany needs 
strongest man it possesses.

ROPAGANDA against the Versailles 
Treaty, kindled in Germany soon after 

the armistice, was wondrously successful. 

It was accepted and approved in Britain 

and in this country to an incredible 

degree. 

To speak disparagingly of this work 
of their own statesmen became the 
fashion in the two democracies. The 
German war element was highly pleased. 
Criticism of the treaty was so much 
justification for Hitler in his paranoiac 
outbursts against the wrongs of his 
nation. “Vengeful” and “harsh” were 
favorite terms to describe the treaty. 

Where were its defenders? Wilson 
and Clemenceau left the stage to Lioyd 
George, but this gentleman remained 
strangely silent while his handiwork was 
decried and denounced about his ears. 

The same condition prevailed here. 
No authoritative voice was raised in de- 
fense of the treaty. The large element 
here, always unsympathetic toward the 
war, made a mighty chorus. The Clark- 
Nye committee sniffed over the Wilson 
regime as if it smelled treason itself. 

The whole question of the righteous- 
mess of the war became involved and 
subject to unkind scrutiny and suspicion. 
Our former idealization of the eonflict 
was mocked and derided. The claim that 
we fought to make the world safe for 
democracy was merely fine phrasing to 
catch the popular ear and was without 
basis. The American Legion made no 
protest and seemed indisposed to defend 
its own achievements. Even Sgt. York 
was quoted as considering the war a 
failure. 

This mighty structure of false propa- 
ganda stood unassailed and unchallenged 
until World War II was under way. 
Then a change in public sentiment be- 
came obvious and we began to emerge 
from the murky cloud of falsehood that 
had shrouded us. 

We are proposing to adopt the car 
dinal provisions of the old treaty and to 
amend them by making them far more 
severe, The weak armistice gives way 
to unconditional surrender. Clauses dea)l- 
ing with disarmament, punishment of 
political and military criminals and 
other subjects are all to be treated in a 
spirit of far greater severity. 

If it is humanly possible to safeguard 
themselves against future wars, the de- 
mocracies propose to do it, not tyran- 
nously indeed, but with a resolute firm- 
mess that will exclude the degenerative 
texture of false sentiment.

WLB STANDS FAST. 

In turning down the contract between the United 
Mine Workers and the Illinois coal operators, 
because of its porta)-to-portal pay provisions, the 
War Labor Board has reaffirmed its position of last 
June, when it made a detailed study and report off 
the subject. Thus, the board continues to stand firm 
against John L. Lewis in his attempt to use portal- 
to-portal as a device for a general wage increase; 
it continues to support the Little Steel formula; it 
continues to hold the line against inflation. 

It is easy to misunderstand the board’s position 
with regard to the portal-to-portal issue. Here, it 
would seem, is a question of simple fairness. A man 
reports to a mine mouth ready for work, but he must 
travel often a considerable distance underneath the 
ground before he reaches the face at which he is 
assigned to dig. Should not he be compensated for 
this travel, which may lengthen his time actually 
within the mine, and subject him to its dangers, by 
some hours? 

Yet the question is not simple. In asking for 
portal-to-portal pay at this time, John Lewis and the 
United Mine Workers actually have reversed a po- 
sition of many years’ standing. In the past, they 
have asked pay only for the work they do on the 
basis of hours worked, at their working places in 
the mines, without regard to travel from the portal. 
In July, 1940, the miners joined with the operators 
in asking the Administrator of the Wage and Hour 


Division to approve that “face to face” method of 


payment as a compliance with the Wage-Hour Act. 
It was approved. Subsequently, the “face to face” 
basis of payment was incorporated in the Appala- 
chian agreements, 

Why should John Lewis reverse himself now in 
this historic position? He had reasons, there is no 
doubt, for not asking for portal-to-portal pay before, 
perhaps to get better terms in other ways from the 
operators. He has reaséns now for reversing him- 
self. It is because he saw in portal-to-portal a 
possible device which he might use to carry out his 
announced determination to smash the Little Steel 
formula. Any stick to beat a dog with. 

It should be said, parenthetically, that the miners 
were not entitled to an increase under the Little 
Steel formula, which calls for no more than a 15 
per cent increase in pay to compensate for higher 
living costs since Jan. 1, 1941. It should also be 
said, parenthetically, that the War Labor Board is 
perfectly willing to approve contract provisions 
placing the mines on a six-day, 48-hour week, instead 
of a five-day, 35-hour week, and of providing time- 
and-a-half for the extra hour each day as well as for 
the sixth day. It also approves a 25-cent per day 
increase as allowance for safety appliances and as 
increased vacation pay. Under these provisions, the 
miner’s basic pay will increase from some $35 a 
week to about $55 a week. Of course, he will work 
13 hours more to get the added money in the pay 
envelope. : 

In dealing with the portal-to-portal question, the 
War Labor Board had requested facts and figures to 
enable it to compute such pay accurately and 
scientifically. These facts and figures were not 
forthcoming. The Illinois contract was a shotgun 
affair. It made no attempt to distinguish between 
the portal pay of Jim Jones, who may take two 
hours to reach the face, and that of Joe Smith, who 
may reach his face in a matter of minutes. Under 
the Illinois agreement, a flat $1.25 was asked. This 
is simply arbitrary. 

In commenting on the inequalities that would 
result among workers, and the confusion that would 
be caused by introducing the portal-to-portal sys- 
tem in coal mines, the War Labor Board said last 
June, in its opposition to a flat increase in the name 
of portal-to-portal: 

The United Mine Workers have not proposed 
to change the “face to face” basis of payment. 
On the contrary, they have proposed merely to 
increase the hourly rate under the present con- 
tract system. This would not, of course, cor- 
rect that inequality 'which comes from varying 
times of travel by different mine workers... . 

It would not be in fact payment to the mine 
workers for portal to portal. It is merely a 
general wage increase supported by the argument 
that the mine workers, although they are willing 
to put up with the inequality that comes from 
“face to face” payment, think they ought to 
have a general wage increase because on the, 
average they all spend a certain amount of 
time in travel. 

So the War Labor Board’s refusal to approve 
portal-to-portal, either last June or now, is based on 
the fact that, since no accurate basis is laid to 
compute travel time, portal-to-portal is merely being 
used as a device to get a general wage increase. 
If such an increase were granted, John Lewis could 
boast that he had won his fight to scrap the Little 
Steel formula. Labor leaders everywhere would 
follow suit and demand an avalanche of increases 
and the. inflationary spiral would whirl in dead 
earnest. 

The War _Labor Board shows that jt won't be 
tricked; it’: won’t be bluffed. It shows that it will 
hold the line. It has been very fair—the contention 
in some quarters is that it has been more than fair 
—when labor has made reasonable requests; it is 
stanch and adamant now when it feels that, by the 
oblique application of the portal-to-portal principle, 
John Lewig is attempting to break down inflation 
controls. 
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TO PREVENT ANOTHER MELENDES CASE. 
To the end that there be no more Melendes cases 


in St. Louis, a committee of the St. Louis Medical 


Society has got together, with Coroner Fitzsimmons 
and members of his staff and, in its tentative con- 
clusions, is on the right track. 

Its most important recommendation is for legis- 
lation to give to the Coroner the benefit of the spe- 
clalized knowledge of criminal investigators and 
medical specialists such as pathologists and toxi- 
cologists. ; 

If such a system had been in effect here a year 
ago, the scandalous Melendes case would never have 
got into the blind alley it now has reached. This 
had been pointed out by the chairman of the medical 
committee, Dr. Robert <A. Moore, professor of 
pathology at Washington University. 

Division of the duties of the Coroner’s office be- 
tween an elected Coroner, whose duties have grown 
to include the exacting specialty of scientific inves- 
tigations, and an appointed Coroner’s pathologist 
would do much to eliminate confusion resulting 
from conflicting opinions of medical men. The 
pathologist would be selected by reason of his special 
training and fitness and could carry out his work 
free from any possible influence if he were placed 
under the merit system. , 

Other tentative recommendations of the medical 
committee were that Missouri law be revised to 
define more clearly what kinds of death should be 
Coroner’s cases, and that the autopsy be separated 


from the inquest. ‘Often, it was pointed out, an 
autopsy shows no inquest is needed. 

If the committee finally adopts these recommenda- 
tions, it likely will meet with a committee of the 
St. Louis Bar Association to work out legal details, 
The proposal for a Coroner’s pathologist should head 
the agenda of these two committees.

IT’S YOUR FIGHT, MILK BUYERS. 


‘Every consumer should join actively in the efforts |. 


which are being made by medical, civic and labor 
leaders to compel the Board of Aldermen to repeal 
the ordinance permitting the date of pasteurization 
of milk to be kept secret. The best way to help; will 
be to support the repeal bill which Alderman Walter 
W. Ziegenbalg of the Twentieth Ward said today he 
would introduce when the board reconvenes late 
next month. Anyone can write the Board of Alder- 
men demanding the repeal; and don’t think a de- 
mand of this sort wouldn’t be powerful. A good way 
to get interim action right now would be to refuse 
to accept a bottle of undated milk; and it wouldn't 
take much of that to make the dairies catch on, 
ordinance or no ordinance. 

When a dairy puts out a bottle of milk with the 
date of pasteurization kept secret under a code 
instead of stated frankly on the cap, it says to the 
consumer, almost in so many words: “You might 
not buy this milk if you knew how old it was.” ,The 


dairies manifest a low opinion of their customers | 


when they assume they can ram any such take-it-or- 
leave-it business down their throats. 

As Dr. Joseph Peden, chairman of the Health 
and Hospital Advisory Committee of the Department 
of Public Welfare, said: “Any consumer has a right 
to know what he is buying.” Every consumer has 
furthermore an obligation to know what he is 
buying, particularly when the commodity is milk. 

The dairies have put themselves in a very ques- 
tionable position, and particularly the Pevely Dairy 
Co. A Pevely employe, Louis A. Lange, of the 
Fourteenth Ward, is chairman of the aldermanic 
committee that originated this offense against the 
public. Two other Pevely employes are members 
of the Board of Aldermen that enacted the ordi- 
nance: Jake Sellers, of the Sixteenth Ward, and 
Edgar J. Feely, of the Twenty-second Ward. To 
make the record perfectly consistent, Pevely was, so 
far as is known, the first dairy to take advantage 
of the ordinance and withhold from the public the 
facts about the age of its milk. 

Secrecy about the quality of a product, particu- 
larly a product that is so close to the public héalth, 
and more particularly to infant health, as milk, is 
more than questionable practice—it is likely, in the 
long run, to prove to be poor business. Pevely and 
the other dairies will, if they fully realize what 
public confidence meang to them, become as much 
concerned to repudiate and repeal this anti-public 
ordinance as they have @pparently been busy up to 
this time finagling it onto the books. 
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FRESH DARING FOR THE PACIFIC WAR. 

Lord Louis Mountbatten’s appointment to the 
newly-created post of Allied commander for South- 
east Asia looks like a good indication that our 
intentions in the Pacific are to act with Increased 
boldness and daring—those being qualities that dis- 
tinguish the ex-leader of Britain’s Commandos. 

Lord Louis, leading the way from India and 
Ceyloii through the gateway of Rangoon into Burma, 
must find himself of one mind with the commander 
in the Southwest Pacific, Gen. Douglas MacArthur, 
himself committed to no timid tactics. 

Under men like these, it may well be that action 
against Japan will set the entire world theater a 
pace for venturesome warfare.

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MISTS OVER QUEBEC, TOO. 

Those precious mists surrounding our Russian 
policy are not native to the Potomac. They settled 
temporarily in’ Quebec, wrapping themselves as 
lovingly about the Citadel as ever they hovered over 
Washington. Reporters covering war council meet- 
ings tried vainly to pierce them, especially to find 
some glimmer of State Department’s views on the 
withdrawal of Ligvinoftf. 

It is not difficult to imagine them re-enacting 
the siege of 1759; to picture them, in modern dress 
and with journalistic glibness in lieu of weapons, try- 
ing to draw out information as Wolfe attempted to 
draw Montcalm’s bastioned soldiers into open fight- 
ing. And perhaps—as Wolfe led his grenadiers to 
Foulon cove one velvet night and sent them swarm- 
ing up a hillside to the heights of Abraham—the 
newshawks resorted to guile as a final strategy. 
But there the comparison ends. Wolfe's army was 
victorious. The reporters made only a raid, and for 
modest spoils. 

“As nearly as it could be accomplished without a 
forthright official statement,” read the AP dispatch 
from Quebec, it was learned that Washington big- 
wigs had known “for weeks” that the stocky little 
Ambassador would remain in Moscow and that 
novice Gromyko would fill his well-scuffed shoes, 
This comes from “an authority closely associated 
with the Quebec conference.” 

The news tallies strangely with a Washington dis- 
patch dated Aug. 20, two days before Moscow an- 
nounced her emissary’s recall. It reported that Sec- 
retary Hull, in press ‘conference, enthusiastically 
assured a questioner that the standing of Soviet- 
American affairs was excellent. Other sources, said 
the same story, added that Ambassador Litvinoff 
was “expected to return soon.”

Union Made-Work Loses in Court

Michigan’s high tribunal upset a contract in which a theater 
agreed, under threat of a sympathetic strike by stagehands, to hire 
six musicians and pay them to do nothing; the precedent, it is 
believed, may have far-reaching influence in the industry,

NE of the the theater’s perennial con- 

troversies, the frequent ‘insistence by 

either the stagehands or the musicians 
that a producer employ men for whom he 
has no actual need, has been the subject of 
a decision in Michigan which may have 
widespread repercussions in the industry. 


The State Supreme Court there, reversing 
a lower tribunal’s decree, declared null 
and void a contract whereby the manage- 
ment of the Shubert Lafayette Theater 
in Detroit agreed to hire six musicians, lest 
the stagehands, acting in sympathy with 
the instrumentalists, close the house an hour 
before the curtain was soheduled to rise. 

The decision is said to be the first relat- 
ing specifically to the “made-work” issue 
in legitimate playhouses. It was handed 
down several weeks ago, but the text was 
only recently obtained by New York attor- 
neys. . 

The union has the right to seek an appeal 
to the United States Supreme Court, but 
James C, Petrillo, president of the Amert- 
can Federation of Musicians, described the 


case as “a local matter,” implying that the’ 


international organization did not intend 
pressing for a further review. 


Indicative of the importance attached to 
the case was the charge by some Detroit 
union officials that the Shubert Lafayette 
had been opened for the purpose of “con- 
tinuing certain labor disputes originating in 
New York City between theater owners and 
organized unions of musicians.” 


The Charge Is Denied. 


To this allegation, however, David T. 
Nederlander, manager of the Shubert La- 
fayette, made the following reply: “It is 
not a fact that we have been deliberately 
hired by the booking agency of the Shu- 
berts in New York for the purpose of rent- 
ing and getting this house to try to break 
up and fight the musicians’ union.” 

According to the testimony, the Lafayette 
Dramatic Productions, Inc., owned by “com- 
panies or individuals resident in New York 
City,” spent $10,000 in rehabilitating the 
theater and” advertising its forthcoming 
wares, which were to consist solely of 
dramas and comedies. 

It was planned to open the theater on 
Oct. 13, 1941, and early that evening Buddy 
Fields, representing the Detroit musicians’ 
union, called to reiterate his demand that 
six musicians be employed. : 

Mr. Nederlander stated that he had no 


use whatsoever for musicians as the theater 
would not have musical shows of any kind. 
To this contention the musicians’ union 
said that an exception could not be made 
in the case of the Shubert Lafayette since 
two other Detroit houses, the Cass and Wil- 
son, each employed six men. It was said 
by the union that the Shubert Lafayette 
was classed as a legitimate theater and 
hence automatically was required to have a 
half dozen instrumentalists. 


At this point Roger Kennedy, speaking 
for the stagehands, recognized that his 
group had no dispute with the theater but 
said that they would go on a sympathetic 
strike, 


At 7:30, with the show scheduled to start 
an hour later, pickets were in readiness to 
begin parading around the theater. Mr. 
Nederlander signed after receiving the fol- 
lowing advice from his attorney, David 
I, Hubar: 


An Invasion of Rights. 


“They have got you In a pocket here, 
You are either going to sign a contract or 
not going to have a show.” 


In its decision the court declared that 
“the only reasons advanced by defendants 
for i-quiring plaintiff to employ musicians 
were that it would furnish work to unem- 
ployed musicians; that two other theaters 
in Detroit had signed like contracts; and 
that the union would not make an excep- 
tion.” 


“In the present case defendants’ objective 
was to compel plaintiff to employ musicians 
which it did not need or desire,” the deci- 
sion continued. “Such objective invaded 
plaintiff's right to conduct its businesg# with- 
out unjust interference and its right to the 
free flow of labor. ... We are satisfied that 
defendants’ purpose was to accomplish an 
unlawful labor objective. ’ 

“In effect, defendants 
stagehands union’and the musicians’ union 
had the right to strike and to do peaceful 
picketing. We do not deny them that right 
in the accomplishment of a legitimate labor 
objective. However, we do deny them the 
right to combine for the purpose of using 
such lawful methods to obtai~ an unlawful 
labor objective. ‘i 

“We are convinced that under the facts 
and circumstances showy by the record 
plaintiff's manager was induced by duress, 
coercion and business compulsion to sign 
the contract in question.” :

Once the decision to wage 
war is made by the representatives 
of the people, the conduct of it is 
necessarily authoritarian, the plan- 
ming done by general staffs and 
the armies executing them with 
absolute obedience. 

But the turning of victory into 
an enduring reality is a political 
question, involving the future of 
ourselves, our children, and our 
children’s children. It involves 
commitments beyond victory. In 
democracies it is something that 
all the people and their represen- 
tatives can eventually decide. We 
do not have the right to ask Gen- 
eral Marshall what his military 
plans are; he would rightly tell us 
to mind our own business. Nor 
do we have a veto over General 
Eisenhower's strategical moves. 
But we do have a veto over every 
single political move. 

And so do the people of all the 
other “United Nations.”

Policy of Confusion. 

ACKING any basic declara- 

tions of policy, people today, 
all over the earth, are putting two 
and two together from guarded 
official statements of the Anglo- 
American powers, from open state- 
ments emanating from Moscow, 
from bits of news that appear in 
the press, from the operations of 
our AMGOT staffs—and from all 
these they begin to see the pic- 
ture of an emerging policy. 

Now, we are told by our leaders 
mot to think about these things 
but to get on with the war. It is 
suggested to us that two and two 
do not make four, or even five, 
but perhaps a piano. It is sug- 
gested that we postpone taking 
any thought, just trust our “ex- 
perts,” and eventually we will see 
what a nice piano we have on 
which to play. 

But one difference between dic- 
tatorship and democracy is simply 
this: In a dictatorship confidence 
in one’s authorities is the leading 
virtue. In a democracy skepticism 
is a virtue which tempers personal 
political — 


The blunt fact is that the Anglo- 
American policy, or what appears 
to be the Anglo-American policy, 
is greatly disturbing Russians, 
Czechs, Poles, Norwegians, Dutch- 
men, Belgians, Frenchmen, not to 
mention Chinese. 

It is also disturbing some Amer- 
fcans and Britons. I should think 
the Government would like to 
know this, inasmuch as the per-

SURGERY MAKES 
AMG OF AMGOT IN 
DIPLOMATIC MOVE 


Former Abbreviation of Allied 
Military Control Found to Be 
Bad Word in Turkish. 


WASHINGTON, Aug. 26—(AP). 
—Retreating quietly in the wake 
of widespread criticism, AMGOT 
has taken a 40 per cent reduction 


in name—from now on it’s just 
AMG. 

AMGOT—Allied military govern- 
ment occupied territories—first 
got public notice when it followed 
the combat troops into Sicily. Then 
somebody discovered that AMGOT 
Was an unprintable word in Turk- 
ish. The Axis radio made gleeful 
reference to it and American com- 
mentators bemoaned the unfortu- 
nate choice. 

Actually, military officials in this 
country had protested before the 
name was made public. Unfamiliar 
with Turkish, they objected simply 
that it had unpleasant connotations 
reminiscent of such names as Ges- 
tapo and Ogpu. 

The reply from North Africa was 
that it was too late to make a 
change—crates of trucks and boxes 
already were stenciled AMGOT for 
delivery in Sicily, and the invasion 
Was ready to shove off. 

Yesterday, however, the short- 
ened form was introduced official- 
ly by the War Department—“ Allied 
military governments (AMG).” It 
showed up in an announcement 
that preservation of art treasures 
is a part of AMG’s job, that mili- 
tary personnel whose backgrounds 
included a knowledge of art are 
assigned to every major AMG 
unit, but that combat commanders 
can not be held responsible for art 
treasures in enemy territory used 
to shield important military instal- 
lations.

But we are so far behind in our 
political. preparations that it is 
only now, months after the estab- 
lishment of the French Committee 
on Liberation, that we are taking 
the first steps to regularize our 
relations with that agency, which 
means agreeing on a viable French 
policy. 

In the meantime, our handling 
of the French situation has been 
so clumsy, so devious and so un- 
statesmanlike, as to produce doubt, 


the millions throughout the world 
who look to America for light and 
leadership. 


Address at Ottawa. 


Roosevelt inveighed against those 
who say that’ the Atlantic Charter 
and the Four Freedoms are non- 
— because they are unattain- 
able. 


He compared those undoubtedly 
great declarations with the decla- 
ration of Independence, Magna 
Charta and the Ten Command- 
ments as preachments which lose 


easily attainable. 


This point is well taken. But 
those who live under the iron heel 
of the Nazis and the Japanese need 
greater gustenance than is to be 
found in blank checks cashable 
only in the distant future. 

What they need and what, thus 
far they have not had, is some- 
thing more immediately attainable 
than the resounding generalities of 
the Atlantic Charter and the Four 
Freedoms. 

It can only be hoped that it was 
with this need in mind that the 
Quebec conference functioned on 


‘the political side. 


Certainly the military situation 
is such that we cannot wait any 
longer before working out our po- 
litical plans for the immediate fu- 
ture, for the day of victory and 
for the days after victory. 

In this particular the forthcom- 
ing announcement regarding our 
relations. with the French Com- 
mittee of Liberation will be the 
acid test. If it is generous and 
far-sighted the errors of the past 
may be redeemed. If it is grudging 
and petty Quebec will mark only 
the beginning of a new chapter of 
confusion.

That is why the appointment of 
Lord Louis Mountbatten to the 
Southwest Asia Command is such 
good news, Lord Louis is not a 
man to be sent to a theater of 
operations where his talents will 
be wasted in inaction. His experi- 
ence is exactly what is now needed 
in southeastern Asia. 

The recovery of Burma is pri- 
marily a task for a great seaborne 
expedition, based in all probability 
on Ceylon. Of course, such a move 
must be supported by the pressure 
of jungle troops along the land 
frontier, though no large armies 
can be supported over the difficult 
trails which alone permit passage 
by land from India into Burma. 
Also it must be supported by the 
seizure of advance air bases, pos- 
sibly in the vicinity of Akyab and 
in the Andaman Islands. But the 
bulk of the attacking troops must 
be conveyed by ship to the Bur- 
mese coast near the mouths of 
the great rivers which are the real 
means of access into the interior 
of the country, and of which the 
Irrawaddy is the chief. 

This means primarily a power- 
ful fleet and a powerful naval air 
force in the Bay of Bengal, a fleet 
capable of dealing with anything 
the Japanese can dare to send into 
those distant waters. And the 
Japanese may dare a great deal to 
keep their hold on Burma, 

That fleet seems likely to be 
largely British in composition, 
made up from the Mediterranean 
and home fleets’ and from new 
construction. The Japanese have 
the advantage of a central posi- 
tion in the Singapore-Soerabaja 
area, where they can concentrate 
a strong naval force ready to move 
either toward the Bay of Bengal 
or toward the Pacific; but they 
now seem likely to be caught be- 
tween two opposing fleets, the 
American fleet in the Pacific and 
the British in the Bay of Bengal, 
“leither of which is capable of meet- 
ing and defeating. the best that 
Japan can produce, If that is so, 
ithen the Japanese can go in 
strength into the Bay of Bengal 
only at the risk of serious set- 
backs in the Pacific, and with the 
further risk that if they are 
beaten by the British they will 
have lost forever their naval free- 
dom of action in any sea. 

Thus, as the period of the south- 
west monsoon draws to a close, 
as the navigational conditions of 
the Bay of Bengal improve and 
the constant hammering of Allied 
air power against the Japanese 
communications in Burma con- 
tinues, our Chinese allies can be- 
gin to take heart over our very 
apparent preparations to aid them. 
It will take time, of course, The 
southwest monsoon finally dies;

drep from a group which was fly- 
‘ing at 20,000 feet, to one flying at 
17,000. 
One Engine Quits. 
One of the Spot Remover’s en- 
gines ran out of gasoline within 
sight of the African coast. The 
crew transferred fuel from another 
engine’s tank and the other engine 
stopped. They had to land on three. 
' “] thought for an hour there that 
we were going to have to ditch,” 
said Lt. Harris. “We could only 
have flown 10 or 15 minutes more 
than we did. 
“It was nearly dusk when we 
landed on a dry lake bed after 
sweating out that 500 miles across 
the Mediterranean and we saw 
flares coming up from the jungle 
back in the hills.” 
The men found an Army ‘Signal 
Corps company, camped five miles 
away, rolling up telephone lines 
left behind from the North African 
campaign. They tapped the wire 
and called the nearest town. The 
voice that answered was the Fort- 
ress group’s commanding officer 
‘who had landed on a field near 
there. 


Missourian’s Story. 
Sgt. Thurman (Pete) Selvidge, 
former Poplar Bluff (Mo.) gasoline 
station operator who served as tail- 
gunner on Spot Remover, which 
returned to England Tuesday, re- 
counted: 
“We figured it was some of our 
boys (sending up the flares) so I 
and the lieutenant—Lt, Winfred 
Alfred of Floyd, Tex., a former 
school teacher who was co-pilot of 
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morning. 


the Rickoshay—started out with 
two medicos from the signal com- 
pany to hunt for them, 
“I never saw anything like that 
jungle. I couldn’t see the daylight 
through the brush, it was so thick. 
In some places we couldn’t even 
crawl through it—even with ma- 
chetes. 
“We got about 15 miles in but 
couldn’t find anything. We had no 
food or water and were afraid 
we'd get lost. Arabs wouldn’t go 
near the place so we had no guide. 
So we came back. We got back to 
our plane about 3 in the morning.” 
The group started out again at 
9 the’ next morning for another 
try. 
“Spot Remover and Rickoshay, 
which was piloted by Lieut. Gerald 
Richter of Kearney, Neb., flew 
over the jungle and dropped bun- 
dles of food and water to help the 
ground party along. 

Lost Several Times. 
“The jungle was so thick we 
couldn’t get through to where the 
parachutes landed,” Sgt. Selvidge 
continued. “We could see them a 
little way off but couldn’t cut our 
way to them. We got lost several 
times but we went on until 3 in the 
Again and again we 
turned back. It was awful hot and 
we'd been out of water for six 
hours.” 
On the third day they discovered 
the wreckage of two planes, only 
to find the wrecks were not fort- 
resses, but a British Wellington 
and a B-25 Mitchell which ap- 
parently had been there for some 
time. 
“The flyers’ bones were eaten 
clean by mountain lions,” said 
Selvidge. “The cats had worn paths 
all around the spot, going in and 
out.” 
They brought back some papers 


found in the wreckage whick con- 
tained clews to identification, then 


returned. 
“The battle through that jungle 
was the worst experience of the 
raid,” Selvidge said. 
Lt. Ralph Wilson, Nashville, 
Ark., was navigator of Spot Re- 
mover and Sgt. Burless Dye, Chest- 
nut Ridge, Mo., was ball turret 
gunner of the Rickoshay. 
Missourian Bags Nazi. 
The raid was Rickoshay’s first, 
but it saw more adventure than 
some planes have seen in dozens 
of forays. 
Lt. Richter, former University 
of Nebraska student who is only 
20 years old now, had just eased 
his plane over the line into Ger- 
many when one of a swarm of 
Nazi fighters that kept after the 
formation for two hours came to 
within 50 or 70 feet of the bomb- 
er’s wing, Richter related. 
“He (the Nazi) came in high 
and dove under our tail,” said Sgt.

Dye. “I got him. It was just 
like the movies. I saw him explode 
while I was still shooting.” 

Dye did not know it theh, but 
one of the Nazi's 20-millimeter 
shells had just crashed into the 
tail turret and exploded in the 
lap of the tail gunner. 

The shell nearly blew off the 
gunner’s arm, injured his leg and 
abdomen and knocked out his 
interphone. ‘He could not call for 
help. Climbing out toward the

gunners gave him first aid, cut 
away his clothes and put bandages 
on the wounds and kept passing 
him oxygen bottles for the next 
two hours while they were at a 
high altitude. 

Just before the ship reached the 
target the fighters left. 

“It was a six-minute bomb run,” 
Richter said. “We just sat there 
six minutes and didn't do anything 
but aim.” 


Oxygen Gives Out 

But trouble didn’t leave the ship 
for long. Coming down through 
the Alps their oxvgen gave out 
and they were at a high altitude 
without it for an hour and a half 
—a supposedly impossible feat. 

Richter came down to a lower 
altitude and then the gasoline got 
lower and lower. 

Finally, the crew dropped out 
the waist guns to lighten the ship 
and move forward into the radio 


compartment for a crash landing. 

When they winally sighted the 
North African coast they did not 
have enough gas to find a landing 
field, so they put down at the first 
place they saw—the dry lake bed, 


The Rickoshay gunner had been 
hit at 10 a. m, It was 10 hours be- 
fore they could get him to an am- 
bulance and on the way to a hos- 
pital, 

“He was four hours in the am- 
bulance,” Lt. Theodore Archuleta, 
of Longmont, Colo., the bombar- 
deer, said, “and four times on the 
way he nearly died. The doctors 
said his will to live was the only 
thing that kept him going. 


On Table § Hours 

“We got him to the hospital at 
midnight. They put him right on 
the operating table and put me to 
bed. When I got up at eight they 
were just taking him out of the 
operating room, 

“That guy’s really got guts.” 

The crew of another Fortress, 
Purgatory Pete, was forced to bail 
out as they approached the North 
African coast and ran out of gas- 
oline. 

Fellow flyers in other Fortresses 
saw the men take to their para- 
chutes, Soon afterwards they were 
rescued from their rubber ding- 
hies, Richter said the. Purgatory 
Pete sank “thirty seconds after 
hitting the water.”

URGES HOME FRONT TO MATCH

BALTIMORE, Aug. 26 (AP).— 
Secretary of the Treasury Morgen- 
thau urged Americans on the home 
front last night to emulate the 
service men in increasing war

“Among our armed forces at the 
front, war bonds often surpass the 
best records established at war 
plants,” he said. He reported that 
the service men were investing 30, 
40 and sometimes 50 per cent of 
their money in the securities. Since 
April of this year the number of 
soldiers participating in the pay- 
roll savings plan has gone from 
1,500,000 to nearly 2,500,000 and it 
still is rising. These men are in- 
vesting 20 per cent of their pay. 
During the same period Navy offi- 
cers and enlisted men increased

FINE ON GENERAL 


Judge Had Levied $5000 
Penalty Against Hawaii 
Military Chief in Civil 
Rights Case. 


HONOLULU, Aug. 26—(AP). — 
|A Federal judge was prohibited by 
Army restrictions today from en- 
forcing a $5000 fine he imposed for 
contempt of court on Lt. Gen. Rob- 
ert C. Richardson Jr., commander 
of the Army’s Hawaiian depart- 
ment. 

Further, he was confronted with 
the prospect of a fine and prison 
term for himself if he persists in 
what the military regards as his 
efforts to contravene martial law. 


Thus the Army took direct ac- 
tion in Hawatia’s explosive test -of 
the relative precedence of civil 
and military law under the cir- 


martial rule. ° 


provoked the question by uphold- 
ing the validity of a writ of ha- 
beas corpus for two naturalized 
citizens of German ancestry who 
are held incommunicado by the 
Army. 

General Richardson failed to 
produce the men, explaining that 
while martial law in the islands 
had been relaxed in part, the civil 
right to habeas corpus still was 
suspended. 

Judge Metzger then ordered Gen- 
eral Richardson to show cause 
why he should not be held in con- 
tempt and, when the order was 
ignored, adjudged the officer to 
have shown “open and notorious 
defiance of the mandate of the 
court.” Richardson was directed to 
pay the $5000 fine. 

Immediately the General retali- 
ated by ordering the case and all 
like it closed to any further action. 

Richardson’s order forbids any- 

one connected with any court from 
applying for, issuing, serving. or 
accepting a plea for a writ of ha- 
beas corpus, making violation by 
Judge Metzger or anyone else sub- 
ject to a five-year — and a 
$5000 fine.

AM NO MILITARY EXPERT and I cannot predict when 

this war will end. But I do think; that Germany will 

collapse some time between the morning and afternoon 
papers, as in 1918. : 


In November, 1918, I was playing in a revue at the Apollo 
Theater in Berlin. At that time, the Government was making 
a special effort to keep all theaters open in order to boost 
morale. In this particular revue, at the second act finale, the 
whole company had to assemble on the stage and sing a rous 
ing patriotic song whose refrain went something like this: 
“Germany must win, Germany can win, Germany will win.” 


I finished singing that one night, went home to sleep, and 
woke up the next morning to find the newspapers headlining 
the fact that Germany had iost the war. That is how suddenly 
and unexpectedly the end came. 
including the producer of the revue, who realized that the finale 
song now had to be changed. There was an emergency re 
hearsal and that night, instead of:a choral assurance that 
Germany would win the war, I came out alone and played a 
comedy sketch in front of a monkey cage in a zoo!

IT IS VERY difficult for people who are not Germans to 
understand the German mind—its Spartan sense of discipline 
and its furiously methodical thinking, I have been in this coun- 
try for more than 20 years now, and it is becoming difficult 
for me, now, to understand it. Immersion in American thought, 
in American customs, makes the German mind, fortunately, 
very remote and foreign. \ 


I remember, once, when I was sent by an American*movie 
company to Heidelberg to shoot background scenes. While 
there I got into a conversation with a typical Heidelberg stu- 
dent. He said that he had seen an American film of mine, 
“Lady Windemere’s Fan,” and that he had liked it, but had 
discovered a serious mistake. 1 was curious, and I encouraged 
him to tell me about it. | 


“Well,” the student said, “in the party scene at Windemere’s 
house, I noticed that the guests, as they danced, talked to one 
another.” 


“Yes?” I said. “What’s wrong with that?” 


“But Mr. Lubitsch,” the student said stiffly, “one dances, 
er one talks.”

RECENTLY, I was in Washington to speak to Colonel

THE YOUNG OF various species of animal are usually 
frull of excess energy. That is particularly true of healthy 
children who are cooped up in city apartments. Their mothers 


try to keep them occupied in a comparatively quiet or , 


sedentary form of recreation. Thus, they let them string 
wooden beads or build towers with blocks, etc. Obviously, 
such games don’t let the child run and romp. His legs may 
not be involved at all, for he can sit down to play with 
blocks or string beads. The latter tasks involve his arms and 
hands, which weigh only a few pounds. But when his legs 
function, they usually carry his entire weight and thus help. 
him drain off a much greater quantity of his surplus energy. 
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IF IT IS AT ALL possible, let a child get outdoors where 
he can run and romp, for such exercise will calm him down 
much quicker than indoor games where he sits still. If your 
child has no brothers or sisters but is of toddling age, then 
get it a puppy or kitten to serve as a playmate. The pet will 
extrovert the child’s attention, and encourage more running 
or romping. Besides, the animal gets hungry and thirsty. It 
needs a bed. And it gets hurt. These situations can thus 
be employed for teaching your child many valuable lessons 
in unselfishness. You wouldn’t be so likely to give him such 
instruction if his playthings were all inanimate objects like 
wooden blocks or a football. When he kicks the latter, you 
think nothing about it. But when he kicks the puppy, you 
have a chance to use his action as the theme for a lesson in 
kindness to weak or defenseless living things. |

LIMEADE — Three cups water,

OME time ago the Foreign Pol- 

icy Association, Inc., issued a 

short report. It was an article 
on relief and rehabilitation, based 
om the speech made by Gov. .Her- 
bert Lehman at a dinner given by 
the association. 

If you have not seen this report, 
I think it would be well worth your 
while to write in and ask for it, It 
is such a reasonable, modest ex- 
planation of what Mr. Lehman's 
committee is doing and it gives 
us a comprehensive vision of what 
the United Nations must do in the 
future. 

He explains the conditions that 
now exist and will exist for some 
time in Europe and Asia. He shows 
us that the care of civilian popu- 
lations is a part of our military 
operations, because, frequently, it 
will make possible the successful 
carrying through of an undertak- 
ing which might otherwise cost 
many lives, and mean constant 
military supervision of dissatisfied 


people. 


Gov. Lehman bids us realize that 


it will be as harmful to approach 
the peace unprepared as it was to 
approach the war unp It 
can, perhaps, cost civilization some 
serious setbacks, since hungry peo- 
ple are not apt to be able to de- 
vote themselves to constructive re- 
habilitation,. Mr. Lehman points 
out, however, that our object and 
that of the United Nations must 
not merely be the relief which 
must first be given, but the pro- 


vision of such things as will make 
the populations self-sustaining as 
quickly as possible. 


It is merely “enlightened self- 
interest” to make people self- 
sustaining, because only in that 
way can trade begin again and 
only through trade can our nation 
get back its investment in relief 
and have an opportunity to build 
markets for new goods among the 
more prosperous people of the 
future. 

The following lines should be re- 
membered us all, for they 
accent the fact that this is one of 
the ways to bring the war to an 
end more quickly. 


“The war right now is costing 
the American taxpayer about a bil- 
lion dollars every three days. Its 
cost in life and spiritual vaue is 
incalculable. The knowledge that 
the United States and other United 
Nations are prepared to extend re- 
lief and rehabilitation to the vic- 
tims of war, and to sustain the 
spirit of ‘resistance among the 
downtrodden people of Europe and 
Asia when the hour of freedom 
strikes, will help to transform 
those people into a cohesive group, 
ready and willing to co-operate in 


the battle of liberation. Should © 


our readiness to bring relief to the 
weary peoples of Europe and Asia 
shorten the war by but a week or 
two, the United States will have 
saved far more on war costs, than 
the total outlays which can be an- 
ticipated in the field of relief and 
rehabilitation.”

IN EVERY FIELD of human 
activity there is a core of law that 
one observes at the outset of each 
endeavor.

WE ROUTINE a little child in 
order to free him from the con- 
fusion of a day without beginning 


‘or end but we should not make 


him a slave to routine. If he 
should sleep and pass by bottle 
time, his world would not come to 
an end. We prescribe a diet for a 
child but if he hates the sight of 
spinach, he won't go into a decline 
for lack of it because there are 
other green vegetables. We insist 
upon regularity and punctuality 
but if a child ig not well, if his 
grandmother is paying a rare 
visit, if his father is taking him

Doctor on 
Growth of 
Human Body

Logan Clendening, M. D. 


UMAN growth can be meas- 
Heres in various ways. First, 

simplest, most popular and in- 
cidentally the best guide is to 
measure the height of the body. 
Unhappy the boy or girl in whose 
household from year to year there 
was not a door jamb or wall space 
where on every birthday he or she 
was stood in bare feet and the 
height, age and date eternally re- 
corded, 

There is also the growth in 
weight, less spectacular, but an 
almost equally accurate guide, 

There there is the combination 
of height and weight which gives 
a rough index of the “constitu- 
tion.” It is a still more accurate 
method because, in general, an 
above-the-average heavy child is 
below the average for age in 
height. 

x « * 


BUT THERE are many other 
methods of* measurement of 
growth. The “x-ray age,” for in- 
stance, may be entirely different 
from the height or weight index of 
development, : 

The bones are not solid or con- 
tinuous at birth. If they were, the 
body couldn’t grow at all. But 
there are soft places at the ends of 
the long bones, made of cartilage 
at birth, which grow in-length and 
finally become bony-centers of os- 
sification. The ossification occurs 
on the average at a pretty definite 
age period. 

The x-ray reveals whether ossi- 
fication has occurred or not and 
on this basis the x-ray age, or 


bone age, or ossification age, is 


determined—a much more scien- 
tific estimate of real age than the 
chronological or birthday age.

THIS LAST consideration shows 
that the real springs and 
seats of growth are deep in the 
tissues themselves... Height and 
weight are only superficial mani- 
festations, or rather gross results, 
of a process to which every cell 
is a contributor. 

Growth, in fact, is a very mys 
terious and poetical process. After 
the physical process is completed 
we have spiritual growth to record 
| turity, vigorous old age and 
senescence. Some people never 
reach maturity, but do reach sene- 
scence. 

Shakespeare’s ages were not s0 
inaccurate—for a poet and espe- 
cially a poet before the full bloom 
of the scientific renaissance. “The 
infant”—modern science puts that 
at from birth to 3 or 4 years. “The 
whining schoolboy”—childhood, 4 
to 14. “The lover’—youth, 14 to 
22. “The soldier’—manhood, 22 to 
40. e justice”—maturity, 40 to 
60. “The lean and slippered pan- 


-~taloon”—old age: but vigorous old 


age. Shakespeare slipped here by 
calling him a pantaloon and as we 


see in the case of some of our old- 


er statesmen, there are no rigid 
age definitions of a man’s useful- 
ness (perhaps I just like to think 
this).

West opened the singleton dia- 
mond. Declarer won with the 
queen, drew trumps in two rounds, 
then cashed the diamond ace and 
ruffed a diamond in dummy. He 
then led the spade four to the ace 
and returned the spade 9. At this 
point West found himself in a 
terrrible dilemma. From his point 
of view, declarer’s orginal holding 
might have been A-Q-9 of spades 
and a low doubleton in hearts. 
East had played the spade 3 on 
the ace, hence there was no indi- 
cation ag to the position of the 
spade queen. Perhaps West should 
have made a better guess, but the 
fact remains that he could not 
solve the problem to his own gat~- 
isfaction and finally put up the 
spade king in the hope that his 
partner had the heart queen and 
that a heart could be taken for 
the setting trick. This, however, 
was not to be. On a heart return 
from West, declarer ducked in 
dummy and won with the queen, 
then took another heart finesse to 
the A-J, The result would have 
been the same if West, after win- 
ning -with the spade king, had re- 
turned another spade. Declarer 
would have discarded a heart from 
dummy while ruffing in his own 


hand, then would have taken a 


simple heart finesse against the 
king. 

East could have made matters 
much easier for his partner by 
playing the seven instead of the 
three on the spade lead from 
dummy. It should not have -been 
difficult to foresee that West

“Sicilian V 

Intriguing metaphor for a dra» 
matic reversal of expected events 
—misfortune coming at .a time 
when it igs not looked for—the 
phrase “Sicilian vespers” is rooted 
in history. Six hundred and 
sixty-one years ago, the story is 
that a French soldier insulted a 
Sicilian bride who was church- 
bound — and was immediately 
stabbed to death by the bride- 
groom, 

The incident was one of many 
stemming from the harsh treat- 
ment accorded the Islanders by the 
Norman Governor Charles d’ Anjou 
and which aroused on the part of 
the natives a burning resentment, 
nurtured by the flames of politico- 
religious antagonisms, 


On Easter Monday, March 30, 
1282, the echoes of the vesper bell 
had hardly died away in Palermo 
when Sicilians all over the island 
attacked the unsuspecting French, 
exterminating them—seeking them 
out even in the churches where 
they had sought sanctuary—and 
slaughtering them. 

Sicilians have long memories— 
they seem never to have forgotten 
or forgiven this particular era— 
in 1882 they enthusiasticlly cele- 
brated the six hundredth anniver- 
sary of its bloody climax.
